A LEADER WHO WILL NOT LEAD. 


The Brooklyn Eagle reports that “the ad­ 
ministration has become impressed by the 
seriousness of the European situation grow­ 
ing out of the development of Genoa,” and 
that it is putting out feelers to test Amer­ 
ican sentiment as to whether or not this 
country should supplant its present nega­ 
tive policy with a positive one^ It is felt at 
Washington, according to the Eagle’s dis­ 
patch, “that American opinion should be 
allowed to formulate itself regarding pos­ 
sible American action; that we cannot ex­ 
ert our influence until the administration 
receives a definite mandate from the Amer­ 
ican public.” 
What would the administration regard 
as a definite mandate? 
It has chosen to 
pretend that the 1920 election was a defi­ 
nite and emphatic mandate to dissociate 
itself from Europe’s affairs and maintain 
a policy of aloofness. If its position in this 
respect was not pure pretense, how can it 
obtain 
another mandate nullifying the 
earlier one except by 
means 
of another 
election, which 
is impossible 
within two 
years? 
If the administration excuses its 
inaction on the ground that it is waiting for 
a mandate, 
the 
administration is simply 
stalling— putting up a bluff. 
As a matter of fact the administration al­ 
ready has as definite 
and 
emphatic and 
convincing a mandate as it is practicable 
for it to obtain 
for 
abandonment of the 
crazy policy of aloofness and the adoption 
of a new policy of active intelligent partici­ 
pation in the effort to set Europe on the 
road to peace 
and 
reconstruction. 
The 
overwhelming majority of the spokesmen 
and organs of informed American opinion 
have been urging this course upon the ad­ 
ministration for weeks. 
That great body of Americans who sup­ 
ported the League of Nations plan because 
it meant international cooperation are, of 
course, in favor of a change in the admin­ 
istration’s policy. Such spokesmen of busi­ 
ness as the New York 
Journal 
of Com­ 
merce have been 
pleading 
for it nearly 
every day. 
Non-partisan newspapers like 
the New York Times and the Springfield 
Republican have been most earnest in their 
advocacy of it. 
Even many republican or­ 
gans, the New York Tribune and St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat, 
for 
instance, 
would welcome 
it 
enthusiastically; and 
hundreds of thousands of republicans, who 
have viewed with disapproval from the be­ 
ginning the continued subservance of the 
administration in the matter of foreign pol­ 
icy to the fanatical prejudices which mark­ 
ed the last election would rejoice that at 
last these fetters had been cast aside and 
their party no longer occupied the unen­ 
viable position of an obstacle to the peace 
and prosperity of the world. 
The truth is of course, that an adminis­ 
tration worth its salt would not wait for a 
mandate in a situation of the kind. It is not 
possible for the masses of the people to ob­ 
tain the information necessary for an ac­ 
curate conception of the situation in Eu­ 
rope or for the formulation of an intelligent 
policy. 
The public looks to the president 
for leadership 
in 
foreign 
affairs, 
with 
which it is necessarily unfamiliar, and it is 
the business of the 
president 
to provide 
such leadership. 
The president has done 
nothing; and if he continues much longer 
to do nothing in spite of the plain and re­ 
iterated desire of that part of public opin- 
which is, at least in some measure, com­ 


petent to form 
a judgment 
as 
to what 
t*enoa meant to us, we may as well make 
up our minds once and for all that politics 
is and will continue to be all-powerful at 
Washington.

Civilization is not static, it is in a state of 
flux; and, if it were not so, progress would 
be impossible. 
T he new generation enters 
a world of charged conditions. Whether it 
is an im provem ent or a retrograde move­ 
ment ¡¡me alone can decide. But the rising 
generation is confronted by problems that 
cannot be solved by old methods. The boat 
is on the sea and youth is at the helm. All 
the elders can do is to advise the helmsman 
to keep to the charted course. That the 
manners of the boys and girls of the recon­ 
struction period are not those of the last 
century is not a proof that they are worse. 
For centuries the world has been cursed by 
hypocrisy and cant. Tradition ofen proves 
stronger than the human will. As one pass­ 
es into old age his eyes weaken and he can­ 
not look forward with the piercing vision of 
youth. 
What appears to him to be obsta­ 
cles in the road are often 
only shadows 
falling across the path. 
“Youth must be 
served" is a maximum that has been repeat­ 
ed until it has become a commonplace. The 
youth of the twentieth century is asserting 
itself. 
Its course may be guided by wise 
counsel, but it cannot be suppressed. Many 
of the things that the elders seek to con­ 
serve are only superstitions, the echo of a 
day that is dead. 
Youth is impulsive. And 
those impulses are like steam; rightly di­ 
rected, they are a great 
motive 
power; 
compress them and they explode.

The New York Tribune, as was to be ex­ 
pected, makes light of the 
defeat of the 
president’s closest friend.

tempts to make it appear,” says the Trib­

The Tribune overlooks the fact that 
these senators are the republican party, its 
present bosses and directors, and that the 
senators of this group of which Mr. New 
is typical, are the spokesmen and support­ 
ers of the administration in the senate, its 
accredited and recognized representatives 
there, exponents of its policies, personifU 
cations of the reactionism which animates 
it. 
If the republican voters are 
turning 
against these senators as they evidently 
are, they are turning against the adminis­ 
tration itself. 
The Tribune thinks that elimination of

' Rapid progress is being made In 
carrying to completion the program,” 
says the statement.

January 1. 
There remains approxl 
mately only $600,000 w'orth of work 
exclusive of federal aid projects to 
complete the construction provided 
nnder the law.” 
The preliminary w'ork incidental to 
the institution of the new $600,000,- 
000 program is being expedited and it 
Is hoped a large amount of work can 
be contracted before the end of the 
present year, notwithstanding th$ 
fact that the new bond issue original* 
ly wras planned to commence January 
1, 1923, according to Mr. Gary. 
“The only change that has been 
made in this plan is the provision o£ 
an extra session of the legislature 
making it possible to issue $10,000,- 
000 worth of bonds In 1922, but none 
of the restrictions included in the 
original legislation 
have 
been re­ 
moved,” the bulletin reads. 
It Is estimated, Mr. Gary asserts, 
that sufficient funds will be accumu­ 
lated In the state treasury within the 
next thirty or sixty days to take care 
of the obligations incurred under the 
Morgan-McCullough law. 
Engineers of the department aro 
makicg an investigation of routes for 
the primary system, and it is expect* 
ed their 
recommendations 
will be 
submitted within sixty days. 
The 
commission then wdll take under ad­ 
visement the outline and will invite 
delegates interested in the proposed 
route*'to appear before it and pre­ 
sent their arguments. 
“Only after such thorough, legal 
and just Burvey will the commission 
select and designate the 1,500-mile 
system of highways,” Mr. Gary said. 
Within ninety days estimates of 
cost of construction of the approxi­ 
mately 7,600 miles of highways, as 
designated by the legislature, will be 
completed, it Is estimated. These es­ 
timates will be used as a basis for 
apportionment of funds to be used in 
various counties for construction of 
highways not included in the primary 
system.

JEFFEDSON CITY, Mo., May 26. 
—After being out all night a jury in 
the Cole County Circuit Court last 
afternoon 
returned 
a verdict 
of 
guilty against W alter 
Mengwasser 
of Osage County for the murder of 
Albert Anderson of tbis city Novem­ 
ber, 3, 1921, and sentenced him to 
the Penitentiary for his natural life. 
There was never any question about 
Mengwasser having murdered An­ 
derson for the purpose of stealing 
the letter's automobile, a second­ 
hand vehicle, worth about $250. 
There was a former trial and it 
resulted In seven of the jurors hold­ 
ing out for the death penalty and 
five contending that Mengwasser 
was insane. The entire defense was 
based on the theory of insanity and 
there was some pretty strong evi­ 
dence along this line. Mengwasser's 
father, an Osage County farmer, had 
recently committed suicide following 
the death of his wife, and two or 
more of the family had been adjudg­ 
ed insane 
Dr. George P. Ard of St. Louis, 
State Medical Director of the 
six 
state eleemosynary institutions, and 
Dr. M. O. Biggs, superintendent of 
the State Hospital for the Insane at 
Fulton ,had examined 
Mengwasser, 
and they were both of the opinion 
that he was insane. 
Two or more 
of the local physicians .however, dif­ 
fered with them in this conclusion. 
The murder was shocking. Ander­ 
son was a young man, and the sup­ 
port of his widowed mother. Under 
the pretense that he wanted to pur­ 
chase Anderson’s automobile, Meng- 
wasser induced the latter to take 
him out in the country to try out the 
car. 
When near the Moreau River, 
Mengwasser shot and kiled Ander­ 
son and concealed the body and also 
the automobile In some thick woods.

crime. His only excuse -was that he 
wanted to own an automobile 
and 
take the pretty girls riding.
